
Shop owner:'Police not interested' 


THE owner of a town centre business targetted 
by vandals has refused to call in the police - be¬ 
cause of the way they investigated a near identi¬ 
cal incident last year. 

Bob Cadman of Bridport Sports believes involving 
the police would be pointless - in spite of the attacks 
taking place in full view of CCTV cameras - because 
he believes the town’s officers are not interested in the

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incidents. 

Bridport police have refuted the allegation. 

Mr Cadman’s shop suffered a smashed window 
some time over Friday night or Saturday morning in 
what appears to be an act of vandalism. 

The attack took place in full view of police CCTV 
cameras mounted on a pole just yards from the prop¬ 
erty. 

But disillusionment with the way the police handled 
a similar incident last year means Mr Cadman will not 
be requesting police assistance this time round. 

He said: “My shop window got broken last Febru¬ 
ary, in full view of the CCTV camera across the road. 

“I reported it to the police but they just weren’t in¬ 
terested. 

“They said that as there was a wide timeframe over 
which the incident might have taken place, they could 
not spare the man hours to look over the video evi¬ 
dence.

“Why would I bother with them this time round? I 
might as well just stump up the cash, get it repaired 
and get on with it.” 

Mr Cadman estimates the cost to his business to be 
about £200 - describing the sum as a significant 
amount of money for a small business. 

He said: “It’s pointless claiming for it on insurance 
as once you pay the excess and your premiums go up, 
then it’s not worth it.” 

“If the police don’t start helping small businesses 
like myself then we won’t be around much longer. It’s 
lost money I won’t get back. 

“Some mindless idiot has vented his fury at my win¬ 
dow. If he is man enough he should come into the 
shop, apologise and pay me compensation for the re¬ 
pairs.” 

He added: “You don’t want to give in but you work 
six days a week and then this happens and you think 
‘Is it worth it?’ ”

ALTHOUGH Sharon Ward lives in Eastleigh, she 
spends her weekends at her parents' home in 
Raymonds Hill, near Lyme Regis, and also returns 
on Tuesdays to teach at Lyme Regis Taekwondo 
Club. 

Sharon grew up in Surrey and her parents 
moved to the area in 1994. Whilst staying with 
them she had to travel to Weymouth or 
Bournemouth to train in taekwondo, so eventu¬ 
ally set up her own club in 2005. 

She currently works at the MoD Camp in Wor¬ 
thy Down, Winchester, at the Junior Ranks Mess. 


• HOW did you first become interested in taek¬ 
wondo? 

I first got involved in taekwondo while I was living in Lon¬ 
don, to help with my asthma, as I had read that martial 
arts and especially taekwondo was very good for con¬ 
trolling it. I found a local club and started training. I loved 
it, my asthma improved amazingly and 14 years later the 
rest, they say, is history. 

• WHEN did you set up Lyme Regis Taekwondo Club? 

I set up my club in 2005 as, while I was living down here, 
I had to travel to Weymouth and Bournemouth to train 
which is quite far away. I also noticed that Lyme doesn't 
have enough facilities to provide children or adults with 
the opportunity to sample varied sports. It was limited 
to football or cricket. So I decided I would love to share 
my skills with people and let them experience a very dif¬ 
ferent sport. 

• TELL us about your classes... 

I run two classes - one for children aged from four and a 
half or five years upwards, and then an adults or senior 
grade class. We meet on Tuesdays at the Scout Hut in 
Rhode Lane. Children's class from 5pm to 6.30pm and 
adults from 6.30pm to 7.30pm. The classes are for all abil¬ 
ities, anyone regardless of their age or physical ability 
can join. 

• WHAT are the benefits of taking up taekwondo? 

There are many benefits to taking up taekwondo. It can 
improve overall health, fitness, flexibility, co-ordination, 
balance and stamina. You gain confidence as you 
progress. It also gives you a sense of achievement when 
you manage to master a technique or gain a grade. As 
with any excercise you always get a feel good feeling. 

• YOU attended the London Olympics last year. What 
did you get to see? 

I was lucky enough to get tickets to see taekwondo at 
the Olympics, the only thing I applied for and wanted to 
see. For me, I enjoyed the atmosphere everywhere and 



the satisfaction that, for once, people all over the world 
and country get to see the sport I love on television, 
watching the best players (fighters). 

I also enjoyed the fact that I was there! I have some¬ 
thing to tell my nephews, my students and future stu¬ 
dents - the best-multi sport competition in the world 
came to our country and I was there! It will never happen 
again in my lifetime. I have amazing memories that will 
stay with me forever and long after the hype all died 
down. 

• HOW did you feel about Team GB winning gold in 
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taekwondo? 

I think my reaction was tension followed by loud 
screams, woops, jumping up and down, punching the 
air, tears, and a huge grin! Oh, and of course a massive 
sense of pride. 

I had always thought that Jade Jones would bring us 
back the gold as she was our best fighter. If they had let 
Aaron Cook in the team they would have had two golds. 

It made me feel that more people may now start taking 
an interest in taekwondo, and realising what it is, and 
hoping that big companies will help fund training Do- 
jangs, athletes and small clubs like they do with football 
and other mainstream sports. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Other than taekwondo I enjoy the outdoors - camping, 
walking (all stemmed from being a Guide and Guide 
Leader), going to the gym, swimming, cycling, running. 
I also enjoy reading and baking. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis and the sur¬ 
rounding area? 

What I really love about Lyme and surrounding areas is 
the amazing scenery, the sea, the friendliness of the peo¬ 
ple and the community spirit. 

• WHAT would you change about the town if you 
could? 

If I could I would make sure that there was lots of differ¬ 
ent sports available to everyone - not just children. Utilise 
the facilities that we have, maximise to benefit the com¬ 
munity rather than just seeing them go to waste or get¬ 
ting used for just one thing. There is a lot of 
land/buildings that can be used more. I would have in¬ 
door facilities that can be used for planned outdoor ac¬ 
tivities when the rain hits, so they don't have to be 
cancelled. I would have less restrictions on parking times 
to help keep the locals here and attract tourists, not just 
in the summer months. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

I have two ideal holidays. One would be to be Hudson 
bay, Churchill, Cananda.The reason being one of my pas¬ 
sions is polar bears and I have always wanted to go to 
Hudson Bay and go out in a Tundra Buggy to see the 
polar bears up close. 

My other has to be South Korea, Birthplace of Taek¬ 
wondo. Iwould love to be able to go over there and ex¬ 
perience the culture and get to train with the best.

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School bus not fitted with seat belts 


CONCERNED parents hauled their chil¬ 
dren off a primary school bus because 
of safety fears. 

About 25 pupils who attend Thorner's 
Primary School in Litton Cheney were 
kept from taking the school bus follow¬ 
ing the discovery that it was not fitted 
with seat belts. 

The action came amid icy conditions 
that had brought much of the route - 
which includes the A35 between 
Dorchester and Litton Cheney - to a vir¬ 
tual standstill the day before. 

The children were ferried to school in 
cars driven by the parents themselves. 

The action was backed by Thorner's 
head teacher Jyotsna Chaffey who just 
weeks earlier had refused to allow 
pupils to board the school bus - oper¬ 
ated by Damory Coaches - after it ar¬ 
rived without seat belts. 

One pupil in reception class had pre¬ 
viously fallen from a bus seat on the 
way to school, injuring her knee, 
prompting the concerns. 

At that time Damory Coaches prom¬ 
ised to only send buses fitted with seat 
belts unless all the seat belt-fitted buses 
were out of action. 

Mrs Chaffey described the service as 
"dreadful." 

She said: "A third of the children take 
the bus to school and many are so small 
that when they are seated their feet do 
not reach the floor of the bus. 

"This makes it very dangerous for 
them because any sudden movement 
and they can fall off their seats. 

"The worst of it is that [the day of the 
incident] was freezing conditions and 
icy roads, so how can they send a bus 
with no seat belts? 

"It's a dreadful service. It's an unac¬ 
ceptable service which has to be re¬ 
solved whether it is in their contract or 
not. They have to make the bus safe. 

"Dorset County Council have told me 
simply that there is no clause in the con¬ 
tract that school buses are required to 
have seat belts." 

Vicki Baldwin - the mother of the 
pupil who originally injured herself 
falling from the bus seat - said she was 
shocked by the safety standards of the 
school bus. 

She said: "After waiting over 20 min¬ 
utes in the bitter cold for the bus to ar¬ 
rive, we were shocked to find once 
again it had no seat belts. 

"There was no way any of us were will¬ 
ing to risk our children's lives by allow¬ 
ing them to travel in icy conditions on a 
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bus with no seat belts. 

"Our daughter is four-years-old and 
has already fallen off her seat on a pre¬ 
vious occasion, where she injured her 
knee. This is an ongoing and most con¬ 
cerning problem." 

A second parent said:"The service this 
year has been disastrous: unreliable, 
late, turning up with no seat belts, or 
not turning up at all... Often we wait 40 
minutes for it and then resort to bring¬ 
ing [the children] in by our own means." 

WDDC councillor for the Bride Valley, 
Ron Coatsworth, described it as:"an ap¬ 
palling situation which must be cor¬ 
rected." 

He continued:"! am glad it has been 
brought to my attention so that I can 
again bring pressure on DCC to do what 
they can to correct the situation. 

"Any danger to our children must be 
avoided at all costs." 

MP for West Dorset Oliver Letwin has 
joined the fray with a letter to DCC's Di¬ 
rector for the Environment, Miles Butler, 
demanding he investigate the matter. 

Mr Letwin wrote: "I had thought that 
there was now a clear agreement that 
school buses would have seat belts, so 
I would be grateful if you could ask one 
of your colleagues to investigate this 
particular incident and let me know 
what can be done to ensure that there 
are always seat belts on these buses." 

Simon Newport, operations manager 
at Damory Coaches, said that buses 
without seat belts on some school runs 
were inevitable. 

He said:"We have 19 buses of that size 
with seat belts fitted operating on 19 
routes. If one of them needs to be serv¬ 
iced, then we have to replace it with a 
bus with no seat belts. 

"Every one of our vehicles is serviced 
every 28 days. On those occasions we 
have no choice but to send a bus with¬ 
out seatbelts. 

"It costs £4,000 - £5,000 per vehicle to 
have seat belts fitted. It's not part of the 
contract to provide seatbelts." 

He added: "We don't have this issue 
with any other school. I will be contact¬ 
ing the head teacher [Mrs Chaffey] so 
that we can all sit down with Dorset 
County Council and address her con¬ 
cerns." 


Regarding the complaint that buses 
have been late or not shown up at all, 
Mr Newport blamed mechanical failure 
and the recent icy conditions. 

He said: "There may be circumstances 
if a bus breaks down when we have to 
send a replacement, which would take 
40 minutes. 

"The recent icy conditions have meant 
we haven't been able to send buses to 


that area [Litton Cheney] as some of the 
smaller lanes had not been gritted." 

A spokesman for Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil said: "We grit a route that links com¬ 
munities through Long Bredy and 
Litton Cheney to the main roads, and 
this allows access close to the school. 

"The bus operators are informed so 
that they can use alternative routes dur¬ 
ing adverse weather conditions." 


Anger over lack of 
public question time 


COUNCILLORS led by 
Bridport’s Ros Kayes and 
Dorchester East’s Stella 
Jones attacked West 
Dorset District Council’s 
position on the public’s 
right to ask questions at 
council meetings. 

At last week’s district 
council meeting they crit¬ 
icised the council leader 
Robert Gould for failing 
to introduce public ques¬ 
tions at annual general 
meetings. 

Ms Jones said: “There 
continues to be no public 
questions at the AGM. I 
think this is totally 
wrong. At the moment 
the public can only ask 
questions four times a 
year. If you don’t allow 
[AGM public questions] 
it means that for six 
months of the year the 
public are not allowed to 
ask questions.” 

Councillor Kayes then 
attacked the leader for 
failing to address per¬ 
ceived problems with the 
time allocated to public 
questions, arguing for an 
extension in the time 
made available for ques¬ 
tions. 


Disillusioned with police response

Bridport police have defended the way investiga¬ 
tions are carried out using CCTV footage - which is 
monitored and recorded by West Dorset District 
Council. 

A police spokesman said: “We take every reported 
crime seriously and will do whatever we can within 
our resources to investigate. 

“CCTV footage takes up many gigabytes of space 
and can so only be stored for 28 days before it has to 
be recorded over. 

“I cannot speak for the investigating officer in this 
case and am not aware of the details of the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“But in general terms if a lot of evidence is being re¬ 
trieved - for example during the investigation of a 
number of crimes - it could then transpire that those 
28 days could expire before officers are able to re¬ 


trieve evidence for a specific offence.” 

“Where possible we would make every effort to re¬ 
trieve evidence from CCTV and if there are opera¬ 
tional reasons that evidence is not retrieved then that 
is down to the individual investigating officer.” 

He added: “The Bridport town CCTV records 24/7 
365 days a year. 

“It records on preset time limits that focus on various 
aspects of the street or specific area the camera over¬ 
looks. 

“It is monitored and reviewable on the request of of¬ 
ficers at incidents, or... members of the Bridport Pub- 
watch and Shopwatch who proactively use their radios 
can call up real time coverage of an incident. 

“I would urge anyone who is a victim of crime to re¬ 
port it to the police come what may. It is important to 
report the crime, even if we draw a blank, rather than 
let it go unreported.” 


She said: “There 
doesn’t seem to be any 
adequate consideration 
of the majority view at 
the standards committee 
that a simple answer 
would be to change the 
time available for public 
questions. 

“I wonder if the leader 
could give an explana¬ 
tion as to why that’s not 
possible.” 

WDDC leader Robert 
Gould replied: “I think 
half an hour is a quite 
generous amount of time 
on the agenda to make 
sure there is ample op¬ 
portunity for questions. 

“Public questions are 
not the only way of en¬ 
gaging with us and ask¬ 
ing questions. 

“It’s just one option 


available, like writing or 
email.” 

But Dorchester resident 
Chris Holmes - who has 
campaigned for more 
openness and dialogue at 
WDDC - argued that 
other forms of communi¬ 
cation did not have the 
same impact. 

He said: “Asking a pub¬ 
lic question face to face 
is a very different thing 
to emailing or writing let¬ 
ters, which are, in effect 
closed conversations 
which can be answered 
later in private.” 

He added: “A limit of 
30 minutes imposed at 
each meeting, in effect, 
amounts to a public ques¬ 
tion time of a maximum 
of two hours a year.”

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District freeze council tax 
for another year despite 
cut in government grant 


COUNCIL tax charges for West Dorset District 
Council are expected to be frozen for another year 
- but further'efficiencies'could be on the way to 
pay for it. 

The authority says It believes it can hold its share 
of the tax at the current level and maintain serv¬ 
ices despite getting almost 10 per cent less in 
grants from the Government.The reduction is the 
equivalent of a loss of more than £570,000. 

Part of the savings come from joint working 
with Weymouth and Portland Borough council - 
a move which the council claims has saved £2mil- 
lion a year for the two authorities. 

Also cited is the anticipated savings in running 
costs West Dorset believes it will achieve by the 
move to its new offices.The council's news release 
makes no mention of its old offices which remain 
unsold and will still have to be maintained. 

Car owners in the district, boasts the council, will 
see no increase in their car parking charges in the 
year ahead.This will be the seventh year in a row 
that short stay charges are frozen. 

The council has set up a budget working group 
to investigate further efficiencies in order to pro- 
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tect essential services in future years. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert 
Gould said:"These are challenging times for local 
councils.The national picture means our govern¬ 
ment grant continues to fall, many of our tradi¬ 
tional income streams are under pressure and, 
like householders, we have seen energy and fuel 
costs rise way ahead of inflation. 

"But careful financial management, savings 
from working in partnership, continuous efficien¬ 
cies and the move to smaller, greener and 
cheaper offices in Dorchester means we aim to 
freeze council tax and parking charges in 
2013/14." 

The district council will confirm its share of the 
2013/14 council tax bill on February 26th. The 
total bill also includes charges from Dorset 
County Council, Dorset Police, Dorset Fire and 
town or parish councils.

I feel that the planned closure of 
the unit is being misrepresented 
as an improvement of services for 
the mentally ill, when it is no such 
thing. 

Service users are being offered 
improved "crisis management" 
and "home care". 

We need rather to avoid crises by 
being able to call on the inpatient 
services of the Hughes Unit. 

Furthermore, some sufferers do 
not have homes, or have homes 
where treatment is neither possi¬ 
ble nor appropriate. 

Many live alone. We are told that 
a "planned" crisis house will be 
available "probably" in Weymouth! 

Would any of your readers now 
suffering from a physical illness be 
satisfied if the relevant hospital 
ward was closed and they were 
offered possible crisis care at 
home - or at a crisis house, details 
unknown? 

The movement in the treatment 
of mental health service users to¬ 
wards the recovery model is to be 


welcomed in many ways, but not 
if "care in the community" denies 
us the offer of any hospital beds: 
we need both. 

Just like other health service 
users, mental health service users 


are asking not to be denied the 
offer of sufficient hospital beds in 
our own locality when we really 
need them.

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Stephen Davis at the book signing 


A FORMER dentist whose life 
threatening injury left him with 
damaged sight and only partial use 
of his hands signed copies of his 
debut novel in Bridport's Water- 
stones bookshop. 

Netherbury resident Stephen 
Davis fell from his horse playing 
polo on the day he opened his own 
dental practice in 2009, having 
practiced dental surgery at Minster 
Dental Health in Beaminster for a 
number of years. 

The former chairman of the 
Melplash Show was airlifted to 
Dorset County Hospital in Dorch¬ 
ester where he remained in an in¬ 
duced coma for two weeks before 
stints in Southampton and Poole 
hospitals to treat his skull injuries. 

Finding himself having to learn 
how to walk and talk all over again, 
and having at the time the use of 
just one finger when it came to typ¬ 
ing, he nevertheless embarked on 
the task of writing his first novel. 

It took seven months of tapping 
with one index finger to complete 
the 85,000 word book. 

He said: "Basically I was glad to be 
alive. I really should have been in a 
box. 

"My days of being a dental sur¬ 
geon were over. My insurance didn't 
cover me for playing polo so I got 
no help there. 

"I thought, 'I've got all this free 
time, what can I do with it?"' 

What he did was complete a 
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novel, find a publisher, edit his work 
and, finally, be on hand to sign 
copies in the Bridport branch of one 
of the country's top booksellers. 

It is a remarkable journey from the 
brink of death which would not 
look out of place in the pages of a 
novel. 

Mr Davis' book The Merlin Legacy is 
a fantasy story set in the heart of 
West Dorset - Netherbury, Beamin¬ 
ster, Powerstock - and concerns the 
rise of a present-day Merlin figure 
who must help mankind. 

Waterstones'Millie Richardson de¬ 
scribed the book as "a great fantasy 
book for all ages based in Dorset." 

Mr Davis is now working on the 
sequel. 

He said: "If life gives you a knock 
you have to get back up and fight. 
I've had a lot of help which I am 
grateful for - my publishers have 
been amazing, really helpful. 

"The treatment I got in hospital 
was also amazing. Especially the 
physiotherapy at Poole - they were 
absolutely superb. They got me 
walking and talking again." 

He added: "I miss the dental sur¬ 
gery sometimes. I specialized in giv¬ 
ing people great smiles - making 
their teeth look good. That's what I 
used to say - I make people smile."

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Training programme set for town hall launch 


A NEW community training initiative is to hold its 
public launch in Bridport'sTown Hall. 

Skills Training Bridport (STB) aims to help people 
into work by providing skills training and a support 
network for local people seeking work. 

Since its creation last summer, the fledging organ¬ 
isation has scooped a grant to work with unem¬ 
ployed adults aged 19 and over. 

STB's 'Fresh Start' programme will offer up to 20 
hours of work-related support and training at Miles 
Cross Education and Enterprise Centre. It aims to 
help people into apprenticeships, full time training 
or employment. 

The scheme also provides support to help people 
start up their own small business. 

It is just one of a range of initiatives being devel¬ 
oped by the group, revealed STB's employer liaison 
officer, who also runs a small business in Bridport. 

She said: "Close links with local employers are vital 
and a range of local businesses will be represented 
at the launch. 

"We have researched what they want in terms of 
training for their staff and what they are looking for 
in terms of apprenticeships. 

"Following the lead set by employers is a vital com¬ 
ponent of what we will do." 

STB was formed following the demise of BLAST 
(Bridport Local Area Skills Training, which opened a 
number of training centres in the town) and aims to 
work in partnership with all of the supporters of that 
initiative.

She said:"We are particularly interested in meeting 
local businesses and community volunteers who 
might wish to get involved either in mentoring job 
seekers or those looking to start a small enterprise." 

There will be short presentations at the event fol¬ 
lowed by a chance to meet the team and local train¬ 
ing providers to learn more about mentoring, 
apprenticeships, supporting careers training in 
schools, and developing job training for local em¬ 
ployers.

CLT delighted with 
response to meeting 

ORGANISERS of the launch of Bridport Community 
Land Trust say they are delighted with the response 
to their first public event held at Bridport'sTown Hall. 

Over 40 people attended the evening to hear 
about the group's first project - a planned develop¬ 
ment of between six and eight houses on land adja¬ 
cent to a site off Hospital Lane. 

CLT members Dominic Knorpfel and Kelvin Mc¬ 
Nulty also spoke at the meeting, along with Chris 
Reynolds of Symondsbury Community Land Trust, 
who explained the pros and cons of building hous¬ 
ing in this way. 

Steve Watson of the Somerset, Devon and Dorset 
CLT network - a body funded to support community 
based housing solutions - also spoke at the event 
chaired by Bridport's Mayor, Councillor Dave Rickard. 

Councillor Ros Kayes - a founder member of CLT - 
said:"We want to start small, to prove it's a viable so¬ 
lution for Bridport. 

"Many CLTs in the South West are in rural areas. We 
are technically an urban CLT - although Bridport suf¬ 
fers from all the problems of housing associated 
with a rural area - such as exceptionally high prices 
- which is of course one of the reasons we have a 
housing problem." 

A range of different housing models were dis¬ 
cussed at the meeting, including low cost private 
rental units as well as homes built by and rented by 
the CLT and the possibility of raising money to build 
homes without the need for public subsidy.

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


Mister Matt back in training 


THE rain and now snow that has dogged all 
sport this winter has meant that most sta¬ 
bles have struggled to get horses out writes 
Stuart Broom. 

Local trainer Bob Buckler was no excep¬ 
tion with a flurry of horses racing just prior 
to Christmas and in the New Year to take 
advantage of the small window of oppor¬ 
tunity with better ground. 

Although he has only had 68 runners 
with seven winners and a further 12 horses 
placed in the first half of the season, Buck¬ 
ler is well placed in the trainer's table with 
few if any above him with better stats for 
the number of horses, and many below him 
with more. 

"There are a number of reasons besides 
the weather which has hampered us, but I 
am more than pleased with what we have 
achieved in the circumstances and there 
have been some excellent performances. 

"The weather of course has affected all 
trainers, but it hasn't been the nicest 
ground and sometimes we have had to run 
horses in conditions that are not ideal for 
them. 

"We also have a number of young horses 
in the stable this season that we are bring¬ 
ing on for the future, and not as many bog 
standard handicappers that would run reg¬ 
ularly. 

"I've only got about two thirds of the 
horses in workatthe moment, so I thinkwe 
have done quite well considering the num¬ 
ber of horses." 

Sulpius must take star billing winning 
four races in two months. Having taken 


thirteen races to register his maiden victory 
at Fontwell in early November, he then won 
another three and finished second in four 
of his five subsequent races, the latest at 
Wincanton on January 5th. 

Buckler announced that Double Dizzy 
was to retire after pulling up in the Haye 
Jousselin Chase at Auteuil in early Novem¬ 
ber. 

The 12-year-old owned by Martyn For¬ 
rester had run a brilliant race around the 
grueling course in heavy conditions before 
deciding he had enough with a circuit to 
go. 

However they decided to give him one 
more race in the Glenfarclas Cross Country 
Handicap Chase at Cheltenham two weeks 
later, and although finishing tenth, again 
jumped brilliantly. 

Seemingly enjoying his second flush of 
youth, a month later finished fourth in the 
handicap version of the Glenfarcas. 

This earned him the chance to defend his 
Sussex National title at Plumpton in the 
New Year where he gave the impression of 
being on a training gallop finishing third 
behind a much younger horse in Well Re¬ 
spected. 

The most recent runner for the stable was 
the impressive Somerset Lias making his 
debut on a racecourse in a bumper at Lud¬ 
low in a very high class race, and is one to 
look out for the future. 

Meanwhile Mister Matt, one of the stables 
star performers is back in the yard follow¬ 
ing his winter break and looking for good 
ground in the spring.

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Winter warming waves 


DESPITE the days becoming chillier, swimming still pro¬ 
vides one of the best forms of exercise for both you and 
your baby, and is just as perfect for cold winter days as it 
is for hot summer ones. 

The main thing to consider when taking very young 
children swimming is that the water temperature needs 
to be cosy warm (32 degrees for babies under 121bs or 
12 weeks; 30 degrees for everyone else). And the good 
news is there’s no minimum age to start your baby 
swimming; they don’t need to have had any immunisa¬ 
tions before they go. 

‘Just half an hour’s swimming will provide your baby 
or toddler with a complete work out,’ says Rowan Brad¬ 
ford who runs Water Babies classes across Devon and 
Somerset. ‘They’ll be exercising muscles they’d never 
even find on land! Swimming’s great for enhancing 
their confidence and awareness, as well as helping to 
improve eating and sleeping patterns - a definite 
bonus! ’ 

Whether swimming in winter or summer, a baby wet¬ 
suit is always a good idea - a toasty baby is going to be 
infinitely happier than a chilly one! Do make sure you 
put your baby in it at the start of the session; it’s very 
easy to take it off if your baby gets too hot. However, if 
they start getting too cold, putting anything on them at 
that stage will do little to make them warmer, so it’s 
good to be cautious from the start. 

Once you’re in the pool, keep your baby gently mov¬ 
ing all the time: bouncing across the water, swinging 
them round, singing nursery rhymes as you go. You’ll 


find they respond really positively, especially as they’ll 
love sharing such special one-to-one time with you. 
However, if your baby’s still very small, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if they don’t appear to be remotely interested in 
what you’re doing at first, as there’ll be a huge amount 
of other stimulating things attracting their attention! 

‘We see no drop in our classes during the winter 
months,’ comments Rowan. ‘In fact, many of our par¬ 
ents tell us that they love getting into a steaming hot 
pool with their baby, whilst the rain drips down the win¬ 
dows outside.’ 

However you take your baby swimming, at the end of 
every session, wrap them in a dry towel and place them 
somewhere safe whilst you get changed. By the time 
you’re ready they’ll be warm and dry, so getting them 
dressed will be a much easier and more relaxing 
process. Make sure there’s no water remaining in their 
ears, then, finally, pop a hat on your tired but happy little 
one, who’ll hopefully be snuggling down for a good 
sleep as you prepare to leave the pool. 

Swimming with your baby is a great way to play and 
is fantastic for strengthening the bond between the two 
of you. It will also introduce them to a lifelong love of 
staying healthy and fit, whilst having a great time too! 
What could be better?
